The Council strive to make 
those arrangements which will best serve the 
interests of the Corporation and advance its 
objects ; but, unless aided by the adherence and 
health of the artists to whom commissions are 
intrusted, they cannot insure the desired result. 
The engraving in question is now at the printer’s, 
and impressions will be distributed at the earliest 
possible moment. The impressions of the ruled 
ving, “Christ led to Crucifixion,” will be 
issued at the same time.

_ Some changes have been made in the Council, 
in accordance with the bye-laws. The Right 
Hon. the Earl of Arundel and Surrey, and the 
Right Hon. Lord Londesborough, ethers 
ordi members of Council, have been elected 
vice-presidents. The Right Hon. Lord Chief- 
Justice Jervis has ceased to be a member of the 
Council ; and they have been deprived by death 
of the services of Richard Morris, esq. one of 
the earliest members of the Corporation, whose 
loss they much deplore. The vacancies have 
been filled by the election of Edmund Antrobus, 
esq. John Britton, esq. W. Carpenter, esq. (of 
the British Museum), and Major-Gen. Sir W. 
Herries. 

The list of local honorary secretaries has been 
increased by additions in various parts of the 
world, and strengthens the social chain which 
is gradually binding the nations. Amongst the 
most interesting returns from abroad may be 
mentioned the receipt of 149 subscriptions from 
the gold-diggers of Australia. We may be ex- 
cused for anticipating good effects on the society 
there from this occurrence, and for imagining 
the gratification which our engravings may give. 
“The Merry-making” will serve to reniind the 
far-distant toilers of the leafy country of their 
birth, and the harmless enjoyments of their fore- 
fathers; while the “Surrender of Calais” will 
recall a brilliant poems in English history, and 
teach, as well the loveliness of mercy as the 
value of bravery and resolution. 

The information which reaches the Council 
from the honorary secretaries abroad is sometimes 
less satisfactory than curious; as, for example, 
when they are told as a reason for the comparative 
smallness of the list of subscribers from Berbice, 
that ina fe so spear of 27,000, only 1,533 persons 
can read and write. It por | seem to be 
premature to say the schoolmaster is abroad. 

From Boston, in the United States, through 
Mr. Dennet, we have received, as usual, a large 
number of subscribers. 

Tn the department of sculpture the Council, 
anxious to obtain a memorial of the late great 
commander, the Duke of Wellington, offered a

The Council announced in their last report

every holder of a prize of 40/. upwards, 
The Council pointed out, what must have 
been evident, that they had no other motive 
in making this application than a desire that 
the funds subscribed through the Corporation 
for the advancement of the fine arts, and the 
benefit of artists, should be expended in the 
manner best calculated to advance those impor- 
tant objects. The Council now report with 
regret that the application was not successful. 
In reply, the secretary, Mr. J. P. Knight, oe 
he was “requested by the President and Counci 
to state, that the regulations of the Ro 
Academy do not admit of their complying with 
the recommendation of the Council of the 
London Art-Union.”

Let me. see 
amongst our foreign rivals any man who, in the 
great powers of invention, and in the purity of 
taste which led to the production of works that 
will live as long as our religion continues to be 
cherished, and which have been multiplied to.an 
extent which cannot be rivalled by any one else— 
let me see when and how and where the glory 
and dignity of Flaxman can be surpassed. 

Mr. Alderman Wilson, in seconding the motion,

Mr. Godwin expressed his obligations to the meet. 
ing for the way in which his name had been received, 
The only reward which Mr. Pocock and himself had 
ever aspired to for any time and exertions which they 
had given to the society, was the thanks of the mem.

points they had fortunately succeeded. It must be 
evident to every one that art stood now in a very 
different position to that which it occupied when the 
Art-Union was founded. It was scarcely possible 
now to enter into any society or to sit at any table 
without meeting intelligent persons loving art, and 
speaking of it. The Council well deserved the thanks 
of the members; not only were they very zealous, 
but he believed they were the only body who met 
weekly all the year round, in season and out of season, 
to carry: on the business of the association.

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ON THE CYCLOPEAN WALLS OF 
GREECE, AND THE ROCK-WALLS 
OF SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN.* 
Since the commencement of the present cen- 

tury, both archeologists and architects have 

directed their attention to the considerable 
remains which exist, in places, of the old walls of 

Greek and Italian cities, and are sometimes 

called Cyclopean, sometimes Pelasgic, at others 

Hellenic, but are generally distinguished b 

the first-mentioned name. Petit Radel, + 

especially invited attention to the one. of 

those massive constructions in Italy, which 
had been almost entirely neglected, although 
they had existed for centuries, and made 
them the subject of scientific research. Dod- 
well{ and Gell§ joined him, having found the 
same construction in most of the cities of Greece, 

and the former published a collection of 131, 

and the latter of 47 specimens of such walls. 

More recently the Archeological Institute of 

Rome has, from time to time, farther advanced 

the knowledge of this kind of construction, 

remains of which are to be found, as has been 
observed, spread over the whole of Greece and 

a great portion of Italy. Its antiquity reaches 

to the earliest time of Grecian fabulous history. 

For the last two thousand years and upwards, 

however, it has not been employed either in 

the walls or the houses of cities nor in other 
buildings, and it is only owing to the extra- 
ordinary stability of their construction that such 
numerous remains exist, spite of the devastation 
of time and earthquakes, and the violence of 
man. And if in the present day the fortifi- 
cation-walls of Verona have been constructed in 

this style, we must regard it as the result of a 

renewed acquaintance with those ancient walls, 

which science has brought about. 

While, however, this mode of construction 
was forgotten on the shores of the Mediter- 
ranean, a very similar one has been employed in 
Northern Germany and in our Duchies, although 
very imperfect noe without that development of 
which the simplest art is capable. In fact, our 
rock-walls are so nearly allied to the Cyclopean 
walls, that their frequent use at the present 
time justifies a farther consideration of the 
subject. ; 

Passing by learned researches as to whether 
the Cyclops actually erected the first walls 
of this kind, those still standing at Tiryns, 
for Preetus, who lived five generations be- 
fore Hercules, and those of Mycene for 
Perseus, we designate by the general name 
Cyclopean Wall, a wall constructed of stones 
not exactly unhewn or uncleft, but not dressed 
or made even, mostly polygonal and straight- 
sided, seldom right-angled, and placed, without 
mortar or other connecting material, in layers 
differing more or less from a true horizontal 
position. 

The magnitude of the blocks, their irregular 
form, the absence of a special binding material, 
the various exactness of the jointing, and the 
position of the stones in the construction of the 
whole wall, occasioned by their fitting into each 
other, constitute the actual peculiarity of this 
kind of building. These three divisions, how- 
ever, the blocks, the joining, and bedding, stand 
in the most intimate relation to each other, 
and to the material itself. If there are 
quarries in the neighbourhood, which afford the 
material in layers; then, generally, the blocks 
will have a four-sided shape, with upper and 
under sides parallel, and the height of those 
taken from the same layer will be tolerably 
equal. With such blocks a wall will necessaril: 
be built with beds nearly approaching to the 
horizontal line; as, for example, the piece of 
the substruction of the Via Appia. Similar 

are to be seen all over Bees: but the 
horizontal lines are mostly carried out with 
much less strictness. 

Should, on the contrary, the nearest material 
consist of i blocks, without a deter- 
mined side line, then the natural endeavour to 
form as accurate a connection as may be, and a 
solid wall with the least trouble and at the 
least expense, gives rise, in a way, to the

The more that joint strikes on angle, and angle 
on joint, the more beautiful is the wall. Exam- 
= of the kind are the piece of work from 
ycene, from Bovianum, and from the Via 
Appia, between Terracina and Fondi. It would 
seem that so very irregular a piece of construc- 
tion must be very easily destructible, and yet 
all these walls are from 2,000 to 3,000 years 
old, some perhaps much older. At first sight 
we might suppose that taking away only one 
stone would occasion the downfall of a-great 
— of the wall, but the contrary is the case.

The imner filling 
of the walls consists of stones, generally the 
smaller pieces knocked off in hewing the larger 
blocks. In isolated walls, the outer and inner 
faces are tied together by long stones, acting as 
clamps. This is the case in the very remarkable 
wall of Midea, situated one quarter of an hour 
from the village Merbeka, in lis. 

After this brief description of the Cyclopean 
walls of Greece and Italy, it might appear 
hazardous, notwithstanding their long duration, 
to — the opinion that much can be bor- 
rowed from them for the improvement and

SANITARY STATE. OF PLYMOUTH, &c. 
One of those elaborate reports which are 
every now and then issued by the General 
Board of Health has tn been published on the 
sanitary state of Plymouth, ee tc and 
Devonport.

Banbury.—The public and private wells near 
the Gas esas works, according to the 
local Guardian, are impregnated with gas, so as 
to be totally unfit for human use. The atten- 
tion of the local Board of Health has been 
engaged in the matter. 

Plymouth. — The Millbay Great Western 
dock contractors, Messrs. Hutchinson and 
Ritson, have of late, according to the Iccal 
Times, made considerable progress with this 
undertaking. The rock from the Battery-hill is 
being blasted for building of the pier and quays. 
In connection with the Graving dock on the 
western side of the bay, great progress has been 
made. The iron pontoon or floating-pier, 
40 feet wide and 300 feet long—with a bridge, 
connecting it with the pier, 120 feet long—has 
been placed in its final position, opposite the 
Customs’ baggage warehouse. It is furnished 
with separate compartments for goods by the 
Irish steamers, besides room for upwards of 
2,000 tons of coal. It is intended to place 
upon the pontoon a shed 70 feet long by 35 
feet wide, for the protection of merchandise in 
wet weather. 

Knighton.—The first stone of a building of 
some importance to this place, namely, a flannel 
and clothing manufactory, was laid on Saturday 
week, “jointly by Mrs. W. Banks and the 
Misses Archibald.” This seems to be one of the 
first fruits of railway communication, though, 
according to our authority, the Hereford Times, 
it has not yet quite reached the town. 

Liverpool.— The report on proposed im- 

rovements of the town, which was presented 
ty a committee at the meeting of the Archi- 
tectural Society on Wednesday week, suggests 
the following improvements :—Better communi- 
cations between the Town-hall and St. George’s- 
hall; a route for the relief of Oldhall-street and 
North and South John-streets; an improved 
line of streets from the Landing-stage to the

THE PARK FOR FINSBURY. 


Is Finsbury really to have a park? For 
eight or nine years the projector, Mr. J. Lloyd, 
has agitated the subject, and one government 
after an other has expressed itself favourable 


to the project, but still nothing has been done.

Robert Grosvenor, Sir James Duke, Mr. T. 
Duncombe, Mr. Hume, Mr. C. Pearson, Mr. 
Lloyd, and several. other gentlemen, had an 
interview with the Earl of Aberdeen and the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer on the subject. 
Hobert Grosvenor properly impressed 
thé noble earl the necessity of at once 
rtmeir consent, inasmuch as delay not 
ended to enhance the price of the ground 
sted for the park, but caused a strong 
feeling of dissatisfaction among the inhabitants 
of the northern parts of the metropolis, the 
Sas not yet provided with a park. 

‘Mr. T. Duncombe expressed his firm belief 
that if a sufficient space were granted for a 
soe the Government would eventually scarcely

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ENGINEERS’: PUPILS. 

As the columns of your journal have always 
been distinguished by the honourable pes | 
they inculcate, it may not. altogether be out o 
place to submit the following case to your 
readers. The death of my father, four years 
ago, having thrown me from affluent circum- 
stances into those of comparative poverty, I 
considered it necessary to embrace some pro- 
fession, by which to support myself, and, accord- 
ingly, seemg-an ment in your columns, 
to the effect that an engineer was in want of a 
pupil, I applied and became articled. 

It may be right here to state, that previous 
to being articled my master informed me, that 
he united the business of a land surveyor to 
that of an engineer. The following is an extract 
from the indenture of ap pon ge viz. : 
« That he, the said ———, shall and will accept 
and take the.said F. P. as his apprentice, and 
also, by the best ways and means he can, and to 
the utmost of his skill and knowledge, teach and 
instruct, or cause to ‘be taught and instructed, 
the said F. P. in + nee ess oe ome a hinge 
land surveyor and engineer, in all thi 
whatsoever relating thereto.” 

Notwithstanding this (as it then epee to 
me) very clear and concise agreement, the ex- 
tent of my experience whilst with this gentle- 
man (in spite of my constant remonstrances), 

i im the admeasurement, plotting, and 
planning. of four estates, comprising together 
rather than 450 acres, and I might here 
state that the largest of these, consisting of 200 
acres, Was mM previous to my becomi 
articled, and that I ‘was given to eliderstansd 
several larger surveys were in contemplation. 

The remainder of my time has been occupied 
in keeping the accounts of several agencies, in 
which my master has been engaged, and some 
small valuations, made in accordance with the 
Parochial Assessment Act; so that after paying a 
handsome premium, and spending three years, 
the only knowledge I have acquired (as far as I 
can see) is that of an accountant. 

The point to which I would particularly call 
our attention is, whether such information as I

I to receive any redress or remedy? As mine is 
not a solitary case, and as I feel convinced that 
the same practice is likely to be continued, I 
think ie that such conduct should be ex- 
posed, and have therefore to request the favour 
of your making this communication public.

PHiscellanea. 


THE LaBour Question.—The movement for ad- 
vance of wages continues to spread. Nearly all the 
trades in South Wales have followed the English 
operatives, and where an advance has been refused, 
general recourse has been had to the strike. In some 
cases this has been successful, in many unavail- 
ing, the employers preferring to obtain fresh hands 
rather than comply with the conditions proposed. In 
some instances the advance demanded has been as 
much as 25 per cent. This has been established 
throughout Merthyr, Newport, Caerphilly, 
venny, &c. The painters have had a rise.of 10 
per cent.; and carpenters and masons have also 
benefited. The stonemasons and labourers employed 
by the Cardiff New Dock Company in raising and 
preparing stone at Birchill, near Coleford, lately 
struck for an advance of wages. The stone-cutters, 
about sixty in number, who had been receiving 4s. 
per day, required an advance of 6d. a day; the 
labourers, who had been paid 2s. 6d. also demanded 
the same advance. The men stayed away for three 
days, as the company refused to advance their wages. 
Those employed at Howle-hill quarry also struck. The 


company then agreed to give the masons 4s. 8d. and/ i 


the labourers 2s. 8d. a day. The men at Birchill also 
returned to their work on the same conditions, with 
the exception of a few whom the company refused to 
take on again. The joiners in the Isle of Man have 
obtained an advance of 3s. a week, making their 
wages 18s. The carpenters of Torquay, Barnstaple, 
and Southmolton having civilly asked for an increase, 
the employers have generally granted it. The Exeter 
carpenters are about to make a similar request. The 
joiners of Wigan demand half an hour for tea, besides 
an increase of 2s. a week. The masters not comply- 
ing, some left the town, and others are out at present. 
The brickmakers are also on the strike. They 
demand that all bricks should be moulded to one 
particular size, viz. 10 inches long by 5 broad and 3 
thick, instead of 2} inches in thickness. as heretofore. 
They ‘also require an advance of 1d. per 1,000 for 
each of the four persons engaged in the making, or 
4d. per 1,000 altogether. The masters decline to 
accede to these terms. The coal-miners ask for .an 


advance of 2d. in the shilling for all kinds of work |i 


whatsoever. The plumbers of Liverpool had a 
general meeting on Monday in last week, when it. was 
resolved “that 26s. be the minimum rate of ”@ 
week. The present rates of wages were to be 
4s. 4s. 6d. 4s. 84. and 5s. a day. A motion to seek 
an advance of 2s. a week on present wages was 
rejected, and the previous resolution agreed to by 38 
to 29. 

THe Merat Traprs.—At the final quarterly 
meeting of ironmasters, the reduction of 20s. proposed 
at the preliminary meeting was confirmed: indeed, 
previous to the last meeting, even the reduced price 
was not maintained, and, there is a general look out 
for another reduction as not far off; and that already 
the small masters, as heretofore, are selling below the 
nominal market price is generally admitted. Flatness 
is the general tone under the present precarious state 
of prices. In the districts, however, where iron and 
the other metals are turned to account in manu- 
factures, the late reductions, especially the wholesale 
reductions in the price of copper and tin, have given a 
stimulus which, if supported by farther reductions, 
will soon enable many of the struggling and indus- 
trious manufacturers to recover from the paralysis 
into which the late foolish proceedings had plunged 
them. The surety of farther reductions, however, 
still greatly checks the returning prosperity of the 
metal trades in general. 

Bury Arcamonocican Instrrute.—The fifth 
annual meeting of this society was held on Wednesday 
in last week, in the library of the Bury Athenseum, 
the Rev. Lord A. Hervey in the chair. The report 
stated that arrangements have been made for placing 
the institute in union with the Bury St. Edmund’s 
Atheneum; by which the Bury and West Suffolk 
Museum will come under the direction of the institute ; 
and for temporary reception and display of which a 
commodious house has been provided. It has there- 
fore been deemed advisable to widen the range of the 
society’s action, by taking in the whole county of 
Suffolk, and to extend its sphere of research by em- 
bracing every department of the natural history as well 
as of the archzeology of the district. With this view it 
is proposed to alter the title of the society to the 


Suffolk Institute of Archeology and Natural History; |i

There was a 
very large number of ladies present. Mr. R. B. 
Houston took the chair, and the secretary read the 
report, from which it appears that the school con- 
tinues to progress steadily. and satisfactorily. The 
number of pupils on the books shows an increase over 
last year ; and the total now included in the public 
and private classes is 212, being 152 in the former 
and 60 in the latter. The average attendance has 
also been much more regular than at any former 
period. Applications continue to be made by manu- 
facturers who are desirous of employing pupils, either 
temporarily or permanently, as designers and 
draughtsmen ; and an opportunity of displaying the 
acquirements, in decorative colouring, of some of the 
students, was afforded at the late meeting of the 
British Association in Belfast, when the local com- 
mittee of that body asked and obtained the assistance 
of a few pupils, who ornamented the rooms in which 
the general evening meetings were held, with illus- 
trations from Flaxman, in distemper. The report 
attributes the successful progress of ‘the school in no 
small measure to the teaching of the head-master, 
Mr. Nursey, and his assistant, Mr. Wood. The 
finances are described as being in a healthy. posi- 
tion. The Government grant for 1852-3 was for the 
usual sum of 600/.; the local subscriptions show no 
falling off; and the pupils’ fees have increased. The 
current expenditure of the year has been met, and a 
few old accounts, remaining over since last year, have 
been liquidated, so that the school is now quite out 
of debt, and a fair prospect exists of its continuing to 
show a clear balance-sheet. After the reading of the 
report various scholarships and other prizes were dis- 
tributed. The drawings and designs exhibited are 
highly spoken of. 

TELEGRAPHIC-—The Magnetic Telegraph Company 
have their wires in working order along the line of 
the Caledonian Railway.

Sr. Marx’s CHURCH, REGENT’s-PaRk, built on 


a site at the termination of the long walk in the- 


park, was consecrated a few days ago. The church is 


described as being of the Geometric period. “It is 103 


feet long, 61 feet broad, divided into nave and aisles 
by five bays of arches and columns on each side, con- 
structed of Anstone stone. The chancel, which pre. 
sents no marked feature externally, but is a prolonga- 
tion of the nave, is lighted by a 7-light traceried 
window of large size, adapted from the west window 
of Tintern Abbey, and fitted up with chancel sittings, 
and other fittings, executed in wainscot, and paved 
with encaustic tiles. The nave has an open-timbered 
roof, and the ceilings of the aisles are close boarded 
and ribbed with timber. The aisles present externally 
the feature—rather unusual in modern church architec. 
ture—of two tiers of windows: the upper ones, 
which are triangular, give light to the gallery. The 
church, giving accommodation for 1,258 sittings, has 
been erected, under a contract, for 6,776/. by Mr. 
Meyers, from the designs of Mr. T. Little; architect.” 

ORDNANCE SuRVEY OF ScorLanD.—The corps of 
engineers at present employed in the Parliamentary 
survey of Scotland includes, it appears, about 150 
men, under command of Captain James. About 100 
of them are engaged in Fife, and the remainder in 
Lanarkshire. The survey of Fife, it is calculated, will 
be completed in about six months; after which Perth- 
shire, it is believed, will be commenced on the six-inch 
scale, for which the great majority of the counties have 
petitioned as most generally useful. 

THE BuRNING OF THE IMPERIAL THEATRE AT 
Moscow.—The Gazette des Theatres gives details of 
the burning of the Imperial French Theatre at 
Moscow. The fire spread with such rapidity that in 
three hours the only thing that. remained was the bare 
and blackened walls. The building was inhabited by 
more than 150 employés, and gave employment to 
more than 1,000 persons. The number of deaths 
during the fire was eleven. The loss is estimated at 
3,000,000 of roubles (12,000,000 f.) 


Lorp Rossr’s ConvEeRSAzIONE.—On the 28rd 
inst. Lord Rosse held his first reception, which was 
very numerously attended. Amongst the various 
objects of interest exhibited were the models which 
have been submitted by the astronomer royal, Mr. 
Troughton, and others for the telescope proposed to 
be sent out to the Southern hemisphere. Claudet 
had some marvellous coloured daguerreotypes for the 
stereoscope. 


Tue Stace IN ConNECTION witH Crime.—In 
his important work on “ Crime,—its Amount, Causes, 
and Remedies,” Mr. Frederick Hill regards the drama 
as a powerful corrective, and accuses the upper classes 
of contributing to swell the statistics of offence by 
neglecting to go to the theatre, and doing in that re- 
spect as their equals do on the continent. Even the 
juvenile drama, that greatest of all mischiefs im 
magisterial eyes, as the prime incentive to vice of every 
kind, Mr. Hill eulogises, and says :—“ Instead of the 
dangerous and probably vain attempt to suppress ped 
theatrical performances (for every observer of child- 
hood must observe that the love of the drama is im- 
planted in us by nature), Jet the educated joim im 
well-directed efforts to cultivate and improve the 
popular taste, and to purify and reform the drama, 
and render it what even now it is frequently, the 
powerful ally of virtue.” These sentiments, so far, 
at least, as regards the use to which cheap amusements 
for the people might be put, are entirely in accordance 
with what we some time since suggested in reference to 
some remarks by Lord Ingestre, reported in our 
columns at the time.
